A mild winter is a big boon to the 
tailways, for frost and snow increaser 
t working expenses. enormously, 
“and during very severe weather the 
cost of nak the traffic moving at- 
ns abnormal figures. 
-ing the great storm of January, 
1881, the Great Western had fifty pas- 
Benger trains and a dozen goods trains 
snowed up at different parts of their 
system. Over. a hundred rriles of 
show-bound line had-.to be cleared, 
and when the bill was paid it came 
to $280,000. So great was the stop- 
page caused by that memorable storm, 
that the Bristol, Exeter, and Ply- 
mouth mails were held up for twenty- 
four hours at Paddington, until the 
line was partially peered. 

During t Bealuage storm it is not 
uncommon for a big railway to spend 
$7,500 a day in clearing the line, and 
their most formidable weapon for 
fighting the battle with the drifts is 
the. snow-plow. Towering 13 feet 6 
inches high and weighing, when fully 
equipped, nearly thirty tons, these 
huge vehicles, shaped like the bows 
of a ship, convey an impression of ir- 
resistible strength, especially when 
propelled by two or three engines. 

A railway snow-plow is built on a 
massive iron frame, carried on small 
bogie wheels, just clearing rail level. 
The steel cutting edge rises perpen- 
dicularly between inclined plates, tap- 
ering outwards to throw the snow 
clear of the line. 

Within the hollow body of the snow- 
low there is accommodation for about 
orty men. Cushioned box seats, mak- 

ing ip emergency, not bad sleeping 
bunks, are arranged round the sides. 
Inside them are scores of shovels 
and picks, also screw jacks and 
“ramps” for lifting derailed vehicles. 
A good supply of provisions, provided 
by the railway company, is taken “on 
board” before starting on a journey, 
which in rough weather may extend 
for days. Two of the gang take turns 
at preparing meals, for which purpose 
the snow-plow is furnished with a 
large stove. 

When under way, and traveling 
over smooth, dry snow, the sensation 
inside a plow is rather unique. The 
snow, divided by the cutting-edge, 
streams up the inclined planes in twin 
torrents. Where drifts abound, full 
steam is put on, and, with a rush, 
the enormous weight of the engines 
and plow, often three hundred tons 
or more, is hurled against the ob- 
struction. The plow buries itself in 
the drift. The speed slackens more 
anl more. The attendant engines pant 
fiercely. Round whirl the wheels, 
ipping on the wet rails. Vainly, with

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It is estimated that there are over 
165,876 free homesteads open for en- 
try In the three prairie provinces, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
This means that over 25,000,000 acres 
are being given away for less than 
ten cents an acre. The entry fee for 
one homestead of 160 acres being $10 
will mean that when all these home- 
steads are disposed of the government 
will have received $1,558,760 for twen- 
ty-five million acres of land.

NOW IS THE TIME TO GET 


“Some Hints For the Amateur Who I¢ 


Looking Forward to the Day When 
Early Flowers and Vegetables Will 
Gladden the Eyeé — Perennials 
From Seed—Study the Catalogues 
—Enriching the Soil. 


The one invariable rule of the ex- 
perienced gardener is to order his 
seeds for the season’s planting as car- 
ly in the year as seeds are obtainable, 

It must be remembered, too, that 
for the best results seeds of some 
flowers, annuals and perennials, and 
of some vegetables must be planted 
indoors, nursed into sturdy growth be- 
fore the season is come for outdoor 
planting and “grown on,” as the gar- 
dener expresses it, so that they may 
be set in the open ground as soon as 
the spring is sufficiently advanced 
to make the papers agri safe. 

For starting seeds indoors it is best 
to make use of shallow boxes some 
three or four inches deep. The florists 
call these ‘‘flats,’”’ and a visit to any 
florist’s shop will supply the beginner 
with an idea of their construction. 
Avoid making them too wide or too 
long, for when filled with earth they 
are heavier than you would imagine. 
In the bottom of the boxes drill quar- 
ter inch holes and over these set bits 
of broken flowerpots. Fill in first 
with coarse earth, to which sand or 
ashes may be added to insure good 
drainage. Toward the top add finer 
earth until the surface layer, half an 
inch deep is of soil that is finely pul- 
verized. For very small seed fill the 
“flat”? to within a quarter of an inch 
of the top of the box, sow the seeds 
lightly, making sure of as uniform 
distribution as possible, and press 
these in place with a board. ater 
carefully with a fine spray and set 
the box in a warm, light situation. 

Larger seed are covered to varying 
depths, depending upon the size of 
the seed. A safe rule is to bury the 
seed to a depth four times its own 
size. It is apparent, of course, that 
flats for these coarser seed are not 
filled so full of earth. It is generally 
advisable to fill the boxes partially 
to the point where the seel are to be 
planted, then to place the seeds on 
this surface at the required distance 
apart and finally to sift the pulverized 
earth on top until the boxes are filled 
io within a quarter inch of the top. 

Perennials for the garden are easily 
taised from seed by the amateur, pro- 
vided, of course, the professional gar- 
dener himself adopts that means of 
propagation. Some perennials, how- 
ever, are best propagated by root divi- 
sion. Not a few may be grown from 
seed provided one has the time and 
patience to expend on them, but there 
is little to be gained with these when 
there is, comparatively speaking, a 
large group that responds readily to 
this sort of treatment. 

The perennials easiest raised from 
the seed are the follo : Adonis, 
aquilegia, Alyssum saxatile, Bellis 
perennis, geum, beris, myosotis; 
phlox, campanula, delphinium, dian- 
thus, gaillardia, Geranium sanguine- 
um, digitalis, achillea, heuchera, as- 
ters and lychnis. This list by no 
means exhausts the ossibilities. 
There are other varieties that the gar- 
dener as he becomes more expert will 
add to his collection. 

A word of advice may be permissible 
in regard to the purchase of seeds. It 
is a matter of economy to buy of 
standard firms, whose seed may be de- 
ended upon to be true to name, good 
in quality and most likely to germi- 
nate, even if the ae seems @ little 
higher than that demanded by other 
firms. The gardener must remember 
that he is seeking to gain time, to 
grow sturdy stock, and + he offsets 
both if he uses weak seed. The plant 
can be no better than its source, and 
it is well to see to it that only reliable 
seeds are sown. Study the catalogues 
thoroughly, proceed cautiously in the 
selection of varieties, either in flow- 
‘ers or bin, bag rel rely on established 
sorts rather than upon “novelties” 
‘and, as it was suggested in the be- 
ginning, lose no time in ordering the 
seeds required.
